Cambridgeshire County Council Highways implemented a change to the road side weed 
management policy for this year. The change was designed to reduce the use of potentially 
harmful chemicals in the environment to help support nature recovery and to reduce 
operational costs. 


The previous road side weed management policy included for cyclic chemical spraying of 
weeds in village and town urban areas 2 or 3 times per year during the spring and summer 
months. The spray used was a glyphosate based weed killer. The cyclic chemical spraying 
killed most weeds where used. This kept the level of weeds in urban areas down to levels 
where in most cases they are not considered a nuisance. Where weeds did remain and 
caused a hazard or nuisance these would be removed by other means if necessary. We did 
not remove weeds from rural roads or on all minor housing estates 


The operational policy adopted and implemented this year has been. No cyclic chemical 
weed spraying. Where weeds, on roads we used to chemically treat, have been identified as 
a hazard or nuisance through inspection or reports to highways teams the location has been 
inspected and the weeds removed by non-chemical means. 


We are assessing the impacts of the policy change and would welcome your feedback on 
what the results has been this year in your community. | would be grateful if you could 
complete the short survey below by 20th October 2023.
